The following six lots [Nos. 290 to 295] comprise a superb series of 
Renaissance tapestries, dating from about 1575 and depicting the Story 
of Jacob. They are especially notable for the richness of the borders with 
their beautifully drawn animal figures, and for their warmth of coloring; 
the hangings are also in an exceptional state of preservation. Most of 
them bear in the selvage the Brussels town mark BB and shield, and the 
atelier monogram C T, which is attributed by Gobel to the master 
Corneille Tseraerts.

JACOB AND RACHEL WITH BILHAH (Gen. 29:29). In the foreground at 
the right, the bearded figure of Jacob wearing a red cloak embroidered 
with sunbursts, in which he is seen throughout the series, approaches and 
gives his hand to his betrothed, Rachel, who wears a fawn robe and crim- 
son cloak, upborne by her handmaid Bilhah, who stands behind her 
dressed in blue; further off at the left is a small cavalcade consisting of 
Laban and his household.
